As described above, Joao does not teach or suggest c ollecting information, into a 
work journal function, about work performed on the project by the lured contractor. As Joao 
does not teach or suggest such work journal information, Joao does ] 
approving such information; or when approved, updating a digital portfolio of the hired 
contractor with data from the approved work journal. 

Additionally, as Joao is directed to providing recruitment information, Joao 
provides no motivation for aspects that occur after the recruitment stage. For example, even 
when Joao discusses payments, Joao is only concerned with upfront payments as part of the 
recruitment or hiring process. See Joao, col. 34, lines 33-46. Such 
payments, a down payment, and option payments, which all occur before hiring and before the 
contractor performs work on the project. 

Accordingly, for at least these additional reasons stated above, Applicants submit 
that claim 70 is allowable over the cited references.
